MILLION AND HALF IN BATTLE. 


Mighty Host at Grips on the Somme 


Front in France. 


LONDON, July 22.—Approximate- 


ly a million 
and 
a half British, 


French and German soldiers are at 
grips on the Somme battlefield be- 
tween Thiepval and Soyecourt, it is 
estimated by military critics. 


Fresh troops are still being rush- 


ed to the front by the Germans who 
evidently become 
alarmed 
at the 


steady advance of the allies. Coun- 
ter attacks by the 
Teutons have 


been delivered with extreme vigor 
between Longueval and Martinpuich, 
particularly in Foureux wood where 
the British were compelled to re- 
linquish some of the ground they 
had gained. 


Despite 
the 
strength of their 


works and 
the 
stubborn fighting 


qualities of their men, the Germans 
have been forced back more than 10 
miles In the region north of Lon- 
gueval during the present week's 
fighting. They were able to recon- 
quer some of the ground they had 
lost but British attacks again forced 
them rearward. 


The Increase in the volume of the 


artillery fire indicates 
that rein 


forcements of sjwns 
as well as of 


men have been pushed to the front 
within the past few days. Night and 
day the thunder of the cannonade 
both north and couth of the Somme 
is never stilled. The bombardments 
during the night 
are spectacles of 


thrilling grandeur.

marked by the red glare of bursting 
shells and from

trenches the aky Is alight with the 
re glow of the drumming batteries 


The German positions at Combles 


is being Isolated by the advance of 
the British and French and a retire- 
ment may be 
compelled there to

ed.

allies' artillery has kept down the 
casualties by levelling the German 
trenches bfltore the infantry is sent 
Into the action. The German losses,
